cities of 300,000 San Francisco had
by far the smallest net debt and De-
troit with $23.75 per capita, next to
the smallest.

$120,930,631, more than three-
fourths of which was credited to the
fifteen largest cities. The only ecity
of less than 300,000 inhabitants
having an increase of more than $1,-
000,000 was Seattle, Wash., whose
net debt increased by $5,791,078.
Several cities decreased their net in-
debtedness during the year, the
largest of them being St, Louis, San
Francisco, Washington, Indianapolis
and Kansas City."”
